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PBBFACE 



It will be seen that, owing to the state of the Society's funds, it 
was at one time proposed to discontinue the Annual Eeport. 
The energy of the present Secretary and Treasurer have placed 
the finances in a more satisfactory condition, but the Editing 
Committee do not even now feel justified in pubUshing more 
than the Botanical List, which is likely to be immediately useful, 
and a brief record of the Society's proceedings during the year 
1876. 

The attendance at the Meetings has been remarkably good. 
We may hence infer that the interest which the School takes 
in the Society is not less than it was, but the number of collec- 
tors has been so small, that collecting upon system must be 
acknowledged to have almost ceased during the past year. It is 
satisfactory to note that there has been of late a great revival in 
the Botanical Department ; it is probable indeed that few flowers 
have escaped notice for many days. There can be no doubt, that 
if a similar zeal should be shewn in other branches of Natural 
Science, the results will be a valuable contribution to the Natural 
History of the neighbourhood.

1. That this Society be called the ** Wellington College 
Natubal Science Society. 

*2. That the Society consist of Honorary Members, Corres- 
ponding Members, Members, and Associates, The number of 
Members being limited to Fifteen. 

8. That all Members of the School having attended three 
Meetings of the Society be eUgible as Associates, and that Mem- 
bers be chosen from the Associates who are of at least one term's 
standing, and in the Upper School. 

*4. That the Society's Officers consist of a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer, and of the Keepers of the 
Albums. 

*5. That the Officers, with the addition of Two Members, who 
shall be elected at the first Meeting of every term, do form a 
Committee of Management, and that in Meetings of the Com- 
mittee, five be a quorum, 

*6. That the Secretary, Treasurer, and Album Keepers be 
elected annually at the last meeting of the Midsummer term*

8. That the Secretary keep the Minutes of the Society's pro- 
ceedings ; a list of the existing Society, with the names and 
addresses, as far as possible, of all Honorary and Corresponding 
Members ; and a list of all Benefactors of the Society ; and that 
he produce the Minutes at the last Meeting in each term. 
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9. That the Treasurer look after the property of the Society, 
collect subscriptions, and pay debts ; producing his accounts 
whenever called upon by the President to do so. 

10. That the duty of the several Album Keepers be to receive 
all notices connected with their several sections ; to take care 
of the collections ; to enter all occurrences of interest in their 
Albums ; and at the last Meeting in each term to produce their 
Albums for the inspection of the Society. 

11. That in the absence of any Officer the Committee appoint 
a Deputy. 

*12. That Honorary Members and Corresponding Members 
have all the privileges of Members. 

13. That Honorary Members pay an entrance fee of 10s., and 
a subscription of Is. 6d. a term ; or by payment of one guinea 
compound for future subscriptions. 

14. That Members or Associates, on leaving the School, are 
entitled to become Corresponding Members. Other Old Wel- 
lingtonians are eligible for election as Corresponding Members. 
Corresponding Members pay in advance a subscription of 6s., 
and receive in return the Society's Keport for four years from 
the date of subscription ; or by payment of one guinea compound 
for future subscriptions. It shall also be in the power of the 
Committee to elect as Corresponding Members, without any 
subscriptions, persons who have lectured before the Society, and 
other Benefactors.

21. That any Member or Associate may be suspended or 
expelled from the Society by a vote of two-thirds of the Members 
present, if he, from any misdemeanour or want of energy, appear 
to deserve such suspension or expulsion. 

' 22. That Meetings be ordinarily held once a fortnight, but 
that the Secretary be empowered to call Extraordinary Meetings 
when necessary. 

23. That visitors may speak and read Papers at all Public
